REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS. 


Corporation Attorney Fallon sub- 
mitted the following: 


May 18, 1918. 
To the Honorable, The Board of 


Commissioners of the City of Ho- 
boken: 


Gentlemen—The State Board of 
Utility Commissioners has 
dismissed the petition filed by the 
Mayor and Council] of the City of 
Hoboken against the Public Service 
Railway Company for a reduction of 
Street railway fares. From a read- 


ing: of the report filed by said State 


Board of Public Utility Commission- 
ers, a copy of which is attached 
hereto, it appears that the Board has 
been unable to analyze the testimony 
submitted to it so as to lead to a de- 
termination of the merits of the ap- 
plication. The Board has eriticized 
the method employed by E. C. M. 
Rand, the railway expert, who was 
employed .by the City in said matter. 
Referring to the testimony of Mr. 
Rand, the Board says: 


“Mr. Rand, who had previously 
teStified, being recalled, corrected his 
testimony to conform to Gottesman’s 
corrected testimony. He excluded all 
inbound passengers, revenue and ex- 
pense from his computation as to 
the amounts chargeable against the 
City of Hoboken, and he used 53.74 
per cent. of the total operating ex- 
penses as estimated by him as 
chargeable against the City of Ho- 
boken. The witness was unable to 
support the theory of thus calculat- 
ing, and was not able to point to any 
authority other than himself for its 
support. He himself was not able 
te present any valid arguments sus- 
taining the theories of thus appor- 
tioning the operating expenses and 
revenue to the City of Hoboken, and 
the Commission is unable to find any 


“ 


reasonable grounds to support such 
a theory. It is unscientific and con- 
trary to all theories which have ever 
been involved in rate cases. 


“We are, therefore, of the opinion 
that the petitioner has utterly failed 
to sustain the allegations of its peti- 
tion. A satisfactory conclusion, even 
after a complete analysis of the tes- 
timony, is impossible, because of the 
confused state in which it was pre- 
sented. Much of the testimony of- 
fered by various witnesses was sub- 
sequently withdrawn because of in- 
accuracy. Many of the elements 
necessary to a proper appraisal were 
disregarded, and it would seem that 
no genuine attempt had been made 
by any of the witnesses to ascertain 
any proper allocation of the pas- 
sengers, revenue therefrom, or oper- 
ating expenses to the City of Hobo- 
ken which would justify the Board 
in making any determination as to 
the merits of the application,

Mr. Rand, as you are aware, in- 
stituted a suit against the City of 
Hoboken for the balance of moneys 
which he claims to be due to him for 
services alleged to have been ren- 
dered by him in the aforesaid mat- 
cer: 


In behalf of the City a counter- 
claim has been made against Mr. 
Rand in said suit for the purpose of 
recovering from him the amount of 
money already paid to him. When 
the petition was filed with the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners on 
March 26, 1913, it seemed to be the 
consensus of opinion that a five-cent 
rate of fare for transportation of 
passengers over the Washington 
Street and Willow Avenue lines was 
unreasonable, and that a three-cent 
fare would be reasonable. Since 
then, of course, conditions have so 
changed that it cannot be fairly 
claimed at this time, and under ex- 
isting war conditions, that a three- 
cent rate of fare could reasonably be 
urged, particularly in view of the 
fact that the Public Service’ Railway 
Company is now urging before the 
Board of Public Utility Commission- 
ers that it be permitted to charge a 
seven-cent rate of fare. An appeal, 
therefore, from the determination of 
the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners would be inadvisable.

Gentlemen—I received from the 
Secretary of the State Board of Pub- 
lic Utility Commissioners a few days 
ago, a copy of a report made by Said 
Board in the matter of the complaint 
of the City of Hoboken vs. Hacken- 
sack Water Company, and the order 
of said Board made thereon, ’ dis- 
missing the complaint made by the 
City of Hoboken. I am sure that your 
Honorable Body and the people of 
the City are very much disappointed 
with the determination of the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners in 
the aforesaid matter. 


A contract was entered into on No- 
vember 15, 1881,. between the Hack- 
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$1,046,308 05 


ensack Water Company and the 
Mayor and Council of the City of 
Hoboken wherein and whereby said 
Hackensack Water Company agreed 
te furnish to the City of Hoboken 
during the term of fifteen years, 
commencing November 1, 1882, “A 
good and sufficient supply of pure 
and wholesome water for all pur- 
poses in. the City of Hoboken.’ By 
a supplemental agreement entered 
into between said parties bearing 
date April 30, 1887, the period of 
said contract was extended for twen- 
ty five year from November 1, 1897. 
The water mains in the City of Ho- 
boken belong to the City, other than 
a main laid on River Road leading 
to the steamship piers. 

Prior to 1908 the City of Hoboken 
experienced difficulty in obtaining 
adequate water supply from _ the 
Hackensack Water Company. Com- 
plaint was made thereof by the 
Water Commissioners of the City. 


In 1908 a new thirty-inch water 
main was installed by the City. Sub- 


-Publie 


Sequent to the installation of said 
thirty-inch water main and up to 
January 1, 1918, the City did not ex- 
perience any difficulty in obtaining 
an adequate supply of water from 
the Hackensack Water Company. 
The water is supplied by the Water 
Company to the City at Seventeenth 
Street and Willow Avenue, from 
whence it is transmitted via City 
mains to consumers. The normal 
water pressure at the intake at Sey- 
enteenth Street prior to about Jan- 
uary 1, 1918; was about seventy 
pounds. Ample distribution pipes 
and fire hydrants have been installed 
throughout the City. 


About January 1, 1918, the Orley; 
experienced difficulty in obtaining a 
sufficient supply of water for all pur- 
poses, the Hackensack Water Com- 
pany failing to adequately supply the 
City therewith. 

The City proved beyond question, 
that the failure to furnish a sufficient 
supply of water for all purposes at 
pressures that would permit consum- 
ers to make use thereof, arose from 
the occurrence of an unexpected and 
abnormally large increase in the con- 
sumption throughout the entire sys- 
tem, caused mainly by natural agen- 
cies and liable to recur at a time 
when the company was operating 
with an unreasonable and dangerous 
shortage in its balancing reservoirs 
Nos. 1 and 2. 

The testimony offered in behalf of 
the City also evidenced that the 
Hackensack Water Company in its 
effort to remedy the aforesaid emer- 
gency did not conduct its operations 
with due regard to fire hazards, but 
wilfully discriminated against the 
City of Hoboken; notwithstanding 
the determination of the Board of 
Utility Commissioners, the 
testimony in the aforesaid case 
clearly evidences that the City of Ho- 
boken was discriminated against in 
this respect. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners calls attention 
to its order of April 28, 1917, direct- 


ing the Hackensack Water Company 
to install a transmission system and 
distribution mains which would re- 
sult in the increase of pressures, and 
declared that much of the difficulty 
of water shortage which had been 
experienced last winter might have 
been avoided had gaid transmission 
System and distribution mains been 
in operation, even though the prices 
of “pipe “are unusually high, as 
claimed by the Hackensack Water 
Company and assigned by them asa 
reason for failing to install such ad- 
ditional pipe. 


The aforesaid report of said Board 
declares that the relief sought by 
the City of Hoboken in its com- 
plaint on its contract with the Hack- 
ensack Water Company which re- 
quired said Company to furnish to 
the City of Hoboken a good and suf- 
ficient supply of pure and wholesome 
water for all purposes in said City. 
The Board declares that its jurisdic- 
tion extends further than the con- 
tract, and in its consideration of any 
Service must’ regard the service to 
all consumers supplied by said Com- 
pany, regardless of the existence of 
contracts. This is an arbitrary and 
unwarranted position for the State 
Board of Public Utility Commission- 
ers to assume. Contracts made prior 
to the creation of the State Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners are 
not to be regarded as mere scraps 
of paper that may be ruthlessly cast 
aside at the whim of the members 
of the Board, and I feel sanguine 
that the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals will very soon set the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners right in 
this respect and dispel the erroneous 
notion which it has as to the sol- 


-emnity of contractual obligations. 
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Superintendent French of the 
Hackensack Water Company, in his 
testimony before the Board of Pub- 
lic Utility Commissioners, admitted, 
under cross-examination, that the 
real difficulty that confronted said 
Company was the want of an addi- 
tional transmission or force main, 


and that if the Company had such 
additional main, the City of Hobo- 
ken would probably not have suf- 
fered the condition of January, 1918, 
of which it complained. 


The testimony before the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners 
clearly evidenced that when the 
emergency arose the Company start- 
ed to cut out consumers where the 
fire risk would be less, and that Ho- 
boken was penalized because of said 
Company regarding this City as less 
of a fire hazard than others of the 
Company’s. consumers. 


Had it not been that the Gatti- 
McQuade fire on January 4, 1918, 
occurred so very close to the Hudson 
River to permit the use of. river 
water in combating it, a fire of more 
disastrous proportions would un- 
doubtedly have resulted. 


The initial consumer of the Hack- 
ensack Water Company was the City 
of Hoboken, with whom it contracted 
nearly thirty-seven years ago and, 
realizing that it was under contract 
with the City. of Hoboken to pro- 
vide said City with a good and suffi- 
‘cient supply of pure and wholesome 
water for all purposes, said Company 
should have realized its possibilities 
of performance of its contract with 
the City before considering the sup- 
ply of water to other consumers, in 
cther words, it should have realized 
its limitation of performance of its 
contractual obligation. 


The City, in its complaint to the 
Board of Public Utility Commission- 
ers, asked: 


1. That the Hackensack "Water 
Company be required to keep 
its Reservoirs Nos. 1 and 2 as 
full as practicable at all times. 


That it install at once one or 
more additional pipe lines 
from New Milford to New 
Durham Pumping Station, of 
sufficient capacity to meet the 
requirements of maximum 
legitimate consumption, with 
excess to permit the failure of 
one pipe line without crippling 
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the service tributary to the 
New Durham Pumping Sta- 
tion. 


. That the full number of six- 
teen filter units at New Milford 
be placed and maintained in 
operating condition. 


That seventy pounds pressure 
be furnished at the City in- 
take (Seventeenth Street and 
Willow Avenue) at all times, 
thus assuring to the City of 
Hoboken a good and sufficient 
supply of pure and wholesome 
water for all purposes in the 
City of Hoboken. 


The City cannot obtain any redress 
by appealing to the Court from the 
determination of the Board of Pub- 
lic Utility Commissioners on the 
questions of fact which were sub- 
mitted to them. We will, therefore, 
be obliged to trust to the Lord that 
there may not be a recurrence next 
winter or in future years of the aw- 
ful experience which our citizens 
were obliged to suffer last winter. 
The alarming conditions which our 
citizens were obliged to _ suffer, 
coupled with the inability of the City 
to obtain redress of its grievance 
through the Board of: Public Utility 
Commissioners should actuate your 
Honorable Body in behalf of the City 
to consider within the very near 
future the advisability, if not the 
necessity of seeking a water supply 
at the expiration of the present con- 
tract with the Hackensack Water 
Company which will expire on No- 
vember 1, 1922, through a source 
other than the Hackensack Water 
Company.

Mayor Griffin in receiving the re- 
port, stated that notwithstanding the 
report of the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, the facts are that 
Hoboken was without water for a 
great period of time and it seemed 


to him the ‘Board ought to go into 
the subject at this time to improve 


water conditions, either by having 
new contract drawn up with the 
Hackensack Water Company or have 
them extend their pipe lines so that 
Hoboken can get an edquate supply 
of water. He further went on to say 
that only yesterday a man called at 
his office and complained about not 
being able to obtain water on the 
third floor in a house on River Street, 
and it seems something should be 


done by this Commission so that they — 


will extend their system in some way. 

It is our duty to invite the of- 
ficials of the Water Company here at 
some future date to revise contract, 
so as to insure the people of the City 
of Hoboken water at all times, and 
not let it go until we have another 
shortage.

By Mayor Griffin—Let us invite 
the officials of the Water Company 
here at our next meeting.

Immediately following our exper-

ience of last winter, the Board of 
Directors approved plans and speci- 
fications to add between four and 
five million gallons per day to its 
capacity, and this work is now being 
carried on and will be finished about 
the 1st of September. This will im- 
prove the whole system and add a 
supply to the City of Hoboken, and 
with that in view we-should be able 
to meet the situation next winter in 


the event of a cold spell the same as 
the last. 


Mayor Griffin stated he wanted to 
alleviate as much as possible condi- 
tions that we experienced last year 
and be in a position to obtain proper 
water facilities so as.to prevent an 
epidemic breaking out. He further 
went on that he remembered at the 
hearing last year, some member of 
your company stated that you could 
not spend any more money until our 
contract expired and until you could 
be assured that your contract would 
be renewed. 


By Mr. De Forrest—I have never 
heard any serious discussion about 
that, but I did think of it in my own 
mind. 


By Mayor Griffin—What we are 
concerned about now is to bring 
about a condition with the water 
company whereby we will be assured 
of an adequate supply of water to 
the people of Hoboken at all times 
in the future. 


By Mr. De Forrest—The average 
demand on the Hackensack Water 


Co. is about 29 million gallons per 
day: During that cold snap Jast win- 
ter we had to supply about 36 mil- 
lion gallons. 


By Mayor Griffiin—What we want 
is to get water and you must show 
how we can get it. 


By Mr. De Forrest—What do you 
expect your future normal demands 
will be? 

Mayor Griffin replied—I do not 
know, but it is our duty to provide 
our people with water and we must 
get it. 

By Mr. French—The consumption 
in the city to-day is about 6% mil- 
lion gallons and the supply from 
our three mains is about 10% mil- 


lion gallons. © 


By Mayor Griffin—We must get 
water at all times. If the question 
of expenditure is bothering you as 
to whether or not you will go into 
new contract, we want you to look 
into it immediately and come here 
prepared. 


By Mr. French—wWill you consider 
the question of a new contract in 
the near future? 


Mayor Griffn replied—yYes, if you 
can assure us that we will get an 
adequate supply of water. 

Why not go to your Board of Di- 
rectors and have them consider the 
question. We want you to do it and 
assure us that we will not have such 
a shortage again as we experienced 
last winter.

The Surveyor in question was not 
representing the City in giving you 
any street levels—in giving you such 
levels he did so as a City Surveyor, 
but not as a Surveyor representing 
the City.

His Honor, Mayor Griffin, an- 
nounced that the Board was ready to 
proceed and stated that inasmuch as 
the Public Service Railway Co. had 
been served with a copy of the reso- 
lution, the reading of the same would 
be dispensed with and opportunity 
given the Public Service Railway Co. 
to be heard, whereupon Mr. O’Toole, 
appearing for the Public Service 
Railway Co,. read the following 
statement signed by Frank Bergen, 
General Counsel of the Public Serv- 
ice Railway Co., after which he sub- 
mitted the same to His Honor, the 
Mayor, for filing: 


Newark, N. J., 
November 12, 1918. 


To the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—In response to @ no- - 
tice contained in a resolution adopt- 
ed on November 6th, Public Service 
Railway Company and other street 
railway companies mentioned in the 
ordinance referred to in said notice 
respectfully say that none of said 
street railway companies has vio- 
lated the ordinance proposed to be 
repealed, by increasing the rate of 
fare therein stated. 


There seems to be a persistent 
misunderstanding on this subject of 
increasing fares of street railway 
companies. It is true that rates of 
fare were often prescribed in ordi- 
nances granting consent to the loca- 
tion of tracks of the companies, but 
rates of fare in such ordinances are 
subject to change by State or by au- 
thority of State and the companies, 
for the reason that in passing such 
ordinances municipalities simply act 
as agents of the State, and a prin- 
cipal may at any time modify a con- 
tract made by its agent, with the 
consent of the other party to the 
contract. 


In 1911 the Legislature passed an 
act creating the Board of Public . 
(tility Commissioners, and invested . 
that Commission with the State’s 
power to prescribe and alter from. 


time to time rates to be charged by 
utilities therein named engaged in 
serving the public. 


It is well known that during the 
past few years the cost of maintain- 
ing and operating street railways has 
increased enormously. It is also a 
matter of common knowledge that 
the cost of almost everything has 
largely increased, and for that reason 
the Iederal Government after taking 
over the steam railroad companies 
increased their rates for freight and 
passenger service. In consequence 
of this increase in cost of main- 
tenance and operation of street raii- 
ways the Utilities Board, on the ap 
-plication of Public Service Railway 
Company, after prolonged investiga- 
tion increased rates sufficiently to 
pay, in part, the additional cost of 
operation. The one cent for a trans- 
fer was authorized to pay increases 
forced upon the street railway com- 
panies prior to the 7th of June, last, 
and the increase from five to seven 
cents was made for the purpose of 
enabling the companies to obtain in- 
come necessary to pay an additional 
increase in wages imposed on the 
companies by the War Labor Board 
on the ist of August, and which re- 
lated back to the 7th of June. Noth- 
ing was provided by these increases 
in rates to pay other increased ex- 
penses, or to provide income on capi- 
tal invested in the business. These 
increases in fare have recently been 
sustained by the Supreme Court. 


It has been repeatedly held by the 
courts of this State and by courts in 
other jurisdictions that ordinances 
granting consent to the construction 
of street railways or other utilities 
cannot be repealed after capital has 
been invested in the business. The 
following are a few of the authori- 
ties: Hudson Telephone Company vs. 
Jersey City, 49 N. J. L., 303; Phillips- 
burg Electric Co. vs. Phillipsburg, 66 
N. J. L., 505; Russell vs. Sebastian, 
Pe heh SS Senso: Bs ps 


Your attention is also called to the 
ease of Jersey City vs. North Jersey 
Stet. Cow TS Nessa, 115, and: 74 
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N. J. L., 774. In that case it was 
held that a company formed under 
the traction act of 1898, having en- 
tered upon the property of a street 
railway company with its consent, 
needs no other authority to maintain 
and operate the street railway than 
that contained in the traction act it- 
self. Such entry has been made on 
all the street railways in the City of 


- Hoboken by Public Service Railway 


Company, which was 
under the traction act. 


It may be well to add that since 
five cents was commonly agreed 
upon as a proper rate to be charged 
by street railway companies, those 
companies have largely increased the 
service for which that rate was 
charged, by means of extending -the 
length of the ride and providing al- 
most unlimited transfer facilities. 
Besides, during that time enormous 
taxation—national, State and muni- 
cipal—has been imposed upon street 
railway companies. Their tangible 
property is assessed for taxation at 
a valuation altogether out of propor- 
tion to the valuation put upon other 
tangible property for that purpose, 
and, moreover, a large part of the 
income of street railway companies 
has been appropriated by the public 
authorities under the franchise tax 
law, thus unsettling the basis upon 
which the five-cent rate was origin- 
ally established.

Subject: Job No. 29—Crossing and 
Closing of Streets, 


1. Referring to our conference in 
your office on November 9. 


2. Under authority of the Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, dated October 
15, 1918, I have been directed to 
proceed to build with least possible 
delay a railroad storage yard .and 
certain necessary facilities in con- 
nection therewith under project sym- 
bol No. 40-24 and Officially desig- 
nated as “Hoboken Q. M. Expedi- 
tionary Storage Depot.” 


3. Attached hereto is a prelimi- 
nary drawing, No. 46, Job No. 29, 
showing the tentative layout of the 
tracks and certain of the necessary 
facilities. Roughly, the line connects 
with the Hoboken Manufacturers’ 
Railroad Co., on the east side of 
Willow Avenue, north of Fourteenth 
Street, as indicated, and runs west 
and southwest to an intersection with 
the New Jersey Junction R. R. at 
Highth Street. 


4. In order that the yard shall be 
built as authorized, it will be neces- 
sary to cross streets at grade and to 
close certain other streets and parts 
of streets as shown on the plan. I 
hereby request the immediate enact- 
ment of such ordinance or ordi- 
nances as the City of Hoboken may 


consider necessary. 


5. The present purpose of the 
railroad yard and the necessary fa- 
Cilities connicted therewith is dis- 
tinctly a°’war measure and has been 
authorized as such. As indicated on 
the plan, the Government owns a 
considerable part of the land ad- 
joining the right of way, as well as 
the right of way itself, having ac- 
quired it by purchase of all of the 
capital stock of the Hoboken Manu- 
facturers’ Railroad Co., the former 
owner. As the yard and its facilities 
will be needed as much for demobili- 
zation as for mobilization, it is sure 
to be owned and operated by the 
War Department for some time to 
come. 


6. I have asked for, and you have 
tentatively agreed to, the enactment 
of such ordinance or ordinances as 
shall insure to the United States 
Government undisputed rights to the 
extent enumerated herein, all with 
the understanding that the ordinance 
or ordinances may, at your discre- 
tion, provide that the privileges are 
to remain in full force and effect only 
during such time as the yard and its 
facilities shall continue to be owned 
and operated by the Government. 

7. Advice as to your action is re- 
quested with a certified copy in tripli- 
cate of such ordinance or ordinances 
as you may pass as a result of our 
tentative agreement. 

8. I take this opportunity to thank 
you for the very courteous treatment 
which you and your associates have 
extended in this very important mat- 
ter, and to assure you that it is my 
purpose to co-operate with you in 
every way.

.1. Under date of July 1, 1918, the 
Sisters of the Poor of St. Francis 
surrendered possession of St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Hoboken, N. J., to -the 
United States, which has since been 
in occupation thereof. 


2. The United States has endeav- 
ored to accomplish a lease with the 
Sisters covering the property, but has 
been unable to do so, because of an 
outstanding contract between the 
City of Hoboken and the Sisters for 
the care of patients at St. Mary’s. It 
is understood that you are fully fa- 
miliar with the facts. 


3. It is understood that the Sis- 
ters have made a formal offer to the 
City of Hoboken to care for city pa- 
tients at St. Francis Hospital in Jer- 
sey City, without any charge there- 
for. Under these circumstances, it 
would appear that the city has suf- 
fered merely nominal damage by 
reason of the failure of the Sisters 
to carry out the aforesaid contract 
with the city. .

Counselor Edward Stover submit- 
ted the following:

Hon. Mayor and Commissioners of 
the City of Hoboken, City Hall, 
Hoboken, N. J.: 


Gentlemen—I beg to inform your 
Honorable Body that I received an 
uncertified check of $2,730 from 
Counselor Stuhr in the Bammann 
vs. Commonwealth Casualty Co. case, 
which represents the judgment of 
$2,500, with interest and costs of 
court. 

While this matter greatly con- 
cerned the City of Hoboken, it also 
concerned my client in a greater 
measure. While you assisted the 
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city, you also assisted me and my 
client, and I feel that some measure 
of return is due on my part to the 
City of Hoboken. 


The only way that I can see fit 
to reciprocate is by offering the city 
my services in helping to amend the 
law. The law as it stands is defective 
in that it allows a foreign and out- 
side corporation to come into the 
State of New Jersey, and into the 
City of Hoboken particularly, and 
insure jitneurs right and left with- 
out furnishing adequate security. 
This law ought to be amended, so 
that not only policyholders and 
stockholders of the company are pro- 
tected, but that people insured are 
protected. I would therefore suggest 
that the State law be so amended 
that insurance companies ought to 
furnish bonds to the Commissioner 
of ‘Banking and Insurance, which 
are to be security for the payment of 
any judgment on account of personal 
injuries, that would hereafter be se- 
cured against jitney owners. 


Now, if your Honorable Corpora- 
tion Attorney, or Assistant Corpora- 
tion Attorney draws up such an 
amendment to the law, I will be glad 
to give him any part of my time 
which he feels free to ask of me, 
and without compensation. I will 
not only assist him in drafting a pro- 
posed amendment, but will appear 
with him or your representative at 
any hearing in Trenton before any 
legislative committee, free of charge 
to the city. I feel that while all 
cities of the State are concerned in 
this.law, the City of Hoboken is par- 
ticularly concerned, for it is the most 
densely populated for its size in the 
State of New Jersey and, perhaps, 
in the United States, and consequent- 
ly injuries through jitneys are more 
likely to happen in Hoboken than 
in any other city of the State in pro- 
portion to its size. If what we see 
in the newspapers is correct, there 
have been a great many accidents in 
which jitneys were concerned in Ho- 
boken of late.

Dear Sir: 
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In the public interest you are re- 
quested to urge upon all citizens in 
your community the utmost economy 
in the use of water until there has 
been abundant rain. This necessity 
arises from the unprecedented lack 
of rainfall in the watershed of the 
Hackensack. 

The normal rainfall for the calen- 
dar year, according to Government 
records, is 49.03. The normal rain- 
fall for the first ten months of the 
year to November 1 is 41.86. The 
actual rainfall for the first ten 
months of the present year is only 
29.09. 


The lack of rain during the past 
three months is even more, striking. 
The normal rainfall should have been 
13.17. The actual rainfall was only 
6.57. Up to to-day, the territory has 
received only two-thirds of its nor- 
mal rainfall, an unprecedented con- 
dition so far as we know. 


The distributing reservoirs of the 
Hackensack Water Company, having 
a capacity of about 90,000,000 gal- 
lons, have been kept full, but the 
storage reservoirs of the company at 
-Oradell and Woodcliff, having 4 ca- 
pacity of over 2,000,000,000 gallons, 
now contain only about 180,000,000 
gallons. 


The average daily flow of the 
Hackensack River is about 100,000,- 
000 gallons. For some time past its 
daily flow has been only about 15,- 
000,000, So that the storage reser- 
voirs have been drawn upon to meet 
the normal demand for water, which 
at the present time is about 35,000,- 
000 gallons per day. 


It seems inconceivable that rain in 
abundance will not soon come. It 
has fallen at this season in other 
years in adequate quantities, but we 
request you to bring the present situ- 
ation to public attention, so that until 
there be rain there be strict economy 
in the use of water,

This moderate rainfall fell on very 
dry ground, and has been, to a large 
extent, absorbed, so that our reser- 
voirs will not get the benefit of the 
usual run-off from such a precipi- 
tation. We, therefore, ask that, 
pending further rain, you continue 
to urge strict economy in the use of 
water.

An ordinance repealing, rescinding 
and terminating all franchise rights 
granted under an ordinance entitled: 
“An Ordinance granting to the Jer- 
sey City, Hoboken and Rutherford 
Electric Railway Company (a street 
‘railway) a location of its tracks 
within the limits of the City of Ho- 
boken, and the right and authority 
to so locate, construct and main- 
tain the said tracks and its said rail- 
way, and to use, operate and main- 
tain thereon cars propelled by elec- 
tricity or electric motors instead of 
horses, and to. erect, construct, 
string, place and maintain the poles,

The Willow Avenue and 
Washington Street lines were grant- 
ed a franchise by the government 
way back in the early days, so that 
franchise not having been granted 
to them by the City of Hoboken, it 
is very questionable’ whether or not 
we have any right to ask them to 
regulate their fares.”’

Dear Sir: 

Edward Stover, an. attorney of 
this city, obtained judgment some 
time ago against one Burns, who is 
the operator of a jitney in the City 
of Hoboken. Burns had filed with 
the Director of the Department of 
Revenue and Finance of the City a 
bond issued by the Commonwealth 
Casualty Company, of Philadelphia, 
in the sum of $5,000, as per the re- 
quirement of the Jitney Act. The 
judgment not having been satisfied 


by Burns or the surety company, 
Mr. Stover then instituted suit 
against them. 
; Inasmuch as said company did 
not make payment of said judgment, 
he caused a writ of execution to be 
issued and placed in the hands of 
the Sheriff of Mercer County, who 
a few days thereafter informed him 
that he had been advised by your 
department that said company was 
a foreign corporation, and was not 
required to deposit bonds or other 
security with your department in 
order that it be authorized to trans- 
act business in this State. 


Much difficulty was. thereafter 
experienced in requiring said com- 
pany to make payment of the 
amount of said judgment. Payment 
thereof was finally made because of 
the insistment of the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Hoboken, 
with whom said company had filed 
a hundred or more of such bonds, 
that if the judgment were not paid 
the City of Hoboken would refuse 
to accept or approve of any of the 
bonds of said company. 


If it be the fact that said com- 
pany, and other foreign companies, 
can operate in the State of New 
Jersey without having deposited 
with your department some security 
to answer claims of residents of our 
State who are intended to be secured 
thereby, it ought to be manifest to 
you that you should request the At- 
torney General of our State to so 
amend the law applicable to insur- 
ance companies, that securities 
should be required of all who are 
to be authorized by your department 
to transact business in this State. 

The aforesaid company has issued 
a great many bonds in this State, 
and I am informed that the com- 
pany only has capital to the extent 
of approximately $200,000. 


Mr. Stover has addressed a letter 
to the Board, of Commissioners of 
the City of Hoboken under date of 
November 19, 1918, in which he says 
in part: “The law as it stands is 
defective in that it allows a foreign 


and outside corporation to come into 
the State of New Jersey and into the 
City of Hoboken particularly, and 
insure Jitneurs right and left with- 
out furnishing adequate security. 
This law ought to be amended so 
that policy holders are protected 
and that people intended to be in- 
sured thereby are also protected, I 
would therefore suggest’ that the 
State Law be so amended that in- 
surance companies ought to furnish 
bonds to the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance which are to be 
security for the payment of any 
judgment on account of personal in- 
jury that would hereafter be secured 
against Jitnuey owners. 

Will you be kind enough to let 
me hear from you in regard to this 
matter? It is undoubtedly of im- 
portance to the people of this State.

Gentlemen—I hereby advise you 
that on Tuesday, December 24th, 
Supreme Court Justice Francis J. 
Swayze allowed a writ of certiorari 
in the matter of Hudson Trust Com- 
pany, Myles Tierney and Lawson & 
MacMurray vs. Mayor and Council 
of the City of Hoboken. The Di- 
rector of Revenue and Finance of 
the City of Hoboken and the County 
of Hudson, to review the assess- 
ment of taxes on property of said 
prosecutors in the City of Hoboken 
for the year 1918. The writ is re- 
turnable January 2, 1919. In al- 
lowing the writ of certiorari, Justice 
Swayze stated that it was not to op- 
erate aS a stay and he endorsed 
upon the writ the words, ‘‘Not to op- 
erate as a stay.” This means that 
the allowing of the writ of certiorari 
does not in anywise interfere with 
the collection of taxes chargeable 
against the property of said prose- 
cutors for the year 1918. In default 
of the prosecutors paying their taxes 
they will be liable to a penalty of 
seven per cent. per annum on the 
amount of taxes in default and to the 
sale of their property for non-pay- 
ment of taxes as provided by law. 
The aforesaid matter will be heard 
before the New Jersey Supreme 
Court at Trenton in February next. 

A writ of certiorari was also al- 
lowed upon the application of 
Charles Vezetti, Louis J. Mayer and 
A. J. Volk Realty Co.. prosecutors, 
vs. Mayor and Council of the City of 
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Hoboken, the Director of Revenue 
and Finance of the City of Hobo- 
ken and the County of Hudson. 
which Supreme Court Justice Swayze 
likewise directed should not operate 
as a stay. Similar writs were is- 
sued at the suit of clients represent- 
ed by Weller & Lichtenstein and 
Frederick K. Hopkins. Justice 
Swayze in allowing said writs ex- 
pressly provided that they were not 
to operate as a stay. Consequently 
all of the prosecutors in said writs 
are amenable to the penalty pre- 
scribed by law for the non-payment 
of taxes if they should default in the 
payment thereof. 

Justice Swayze directed that all of 
said suits be consolidated, and ar- 
gued together.
